WASHINGTON, * (UP) President 
Roosevelt today warned Congress that 
‘America’s national defense is inade- 
‘quate for national security and called 
. for iong term billion dollar defense pro- 
gram and asked immediate start on 
construction of two more dread- 
naughts and two more cruisers. 

; He asked additions of more than 
, $20,000,000 to the present billion dol- 
'lar defense expenditures called for in 
, the 1939 fiscal vear. 

Mr. Roosevelt asked—in view of war 
| alarms spreading through the world— 
I that congress turn its immediate at- 
| tention to enactment of legislation de- 
| Signed to eliminate profiteering in any 
_future war and to equalize burdens of 
any possible war so far as possible. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s seven point defense 
jrogram provided: 

1. Authorization of $8,800,000 army 
anti-aircraft additions, with $6,800,000 
to be spent in the next fiscal year. 

2. $450,000 to be appropriated for 
increasing the army enlisted 
in the next fiscal year. 

3. Authorization for $6.080.000 for 
army dies and material equipment of 
which $5,000,000 would be spent in the 
fiscal year 1939. 

4. Spending of $2,000,000 to in- 
crease army munitions reserves. 

5. Authorization for a flat 20 per 
cent increase in naval strength—a pro- 
gram estimated by congressional lead- 
ers to involve an ultimate total cost 
of $800,000,000. 

6. Authorization and appropriation 
'for start of work in fiscal 1939 on two 
additional capital chips and two addi- 
tional cruisers. Mr. Roosevelt did not 
estimate the 1939 cost of this program

| WASHINGTON, (iP-—Farm adminis- 
tration officials have begun a campaign 
, to place “public profit” in administra- 
| tion of the nation’s natural resources. 
| In every branch of its natural re- 
_sources conservation work of the de- 
partment is emphasizing the conten- 
tion that private ownership is a “pub- 
iic trust.” 


This conception is being woven more 
strongly into the 1938 soil conservation 
program. Farmers will be paid for soil 
practices which conserve fertility for 
future generations. 


“Ownership of farm and grazing land 
should be regarded as a trust involving 
the obligation to conserve as well as 
the privilege of productive use,” H. H. 
Bennett, chief of the soil conservation 
service said. 


“The old idea that ownership is a 
license for untrammeled exploitation 
is fast disappearing. Today we are be- 
ginning to realize that each parcel of 
/land is actually part of a basic natural 
‘resource, in the preservation of which 
the nation as a whole has a most im- 


portant stake.” 


Virtually the same argument is ad- 
vanced by F. A. Silcox, chief of the 
Forest Service, is urging increased gov- 
ernment supervision of forest lands, 
both public and privately owned. 

Silcox condemned what he has term- 
ed “ruthless exploitation” of the na- 
tion’s timber. Public ownership of for- 
est lands is essential to “a sound na- 
tional program of forest and human 
conservation,” he said. 

The Farm Security Administration 
is distributing to thousands of thea- 
ters and schools a motion picture en- 
titled “The River,” depicting the rape 
of a nation’s farm and forest lands. 
The film cost approximately $75,000. 

The department has begun a land- 
purchase program designed to remove 
millions of acres of land from private 
ownership in the interest of public 
welfare. Aerial maps have been made 
of half of the nation’ to show indi- 
vidual farmers how to 
lands from wind and water erosion. 

Erosion contro] operations of the 
Soil Conservation Service were expand- 
ed during the past year to cover 8,500,- 


000 acres of private land and to in-j| 


clude voluntary cooperative agreements 
with 50,000 landowners. Bennett said. 

Events of the past year, he said, al- 
lied the individual farmer and gov- 
ernmental agencies in a new and more 
effective approach to the problem of 
conserving soil resources on a nation- 
al scale.

but said it would be “very small.” 
7. Authorization and appropriation 
of $15,000,000 for experimental naval 
vessels in the 1939 fiscal year. 


The new defense program would add 


$20,800,000 to the nation’s 1939 military | 
and naval costs, plus whatever might | 


be spent in launching the proposed new 
dreadnaughts and cruisers. 

“Tension throughout 
high,” declared Mr. Roosevelt. “Armies 
are fighting in the far east and in 
Europe; thousands of civilians are be- 
ing driven from their homes and 
bombed from the air. 

“As commander in chief of the army 
and navy of the United States it is 
my constitutional duty to report to the 
congress that our national defense is, 
in the light of the increasing arma- 
ments of other nations, inadequate for 
purposes of national security and re- 
quires increase for that reason. 

Mr. Roosevelt noted that the de- 
fense problems of the nation are not 
simple — that America has two long 
‘coastlines and must face possibility of 
a war in which both coasts might be 
| involved. 

“Adequate defense,” he said, “means 
‘that for the protection not only of 
! our coasts but also of our communities 
far removed from the coast, we must 
keep any potential enemy many hun- 
dred miles away from our continental 
limits. 

“We cannot assume that our de- 
fense would be limited to one ocean 
and that the other ocean and the other 
coast would with certainty be safe.
